CHICAGO, Aug. 6¢— Gertrude 
Ederie, America’s premier woman 
swimmer, tonight became the 


greatest natator, man or woman, |

nel course at 9:80 London time,! 


trotted up the 200 feet of beach 
necessary to cstablish the feat 
according to accepted rules, and 
sank in the arms of her friends.

2,753 times previously, by prac-, 
tically every great swimmer the} 
world has known in the last two 
lnundred years. 

She. was the first woman ever 
to successfully breast the tides, 
cross-currents and dangerous 
swirls of the channel.

and records innumerable, she

Distance—The distance from 
Cape Gris Nez in France, to 
Dover, in Engiand, is twenty-one 
miles, and the tide currents cause 
the swimmer to cover from thirty 
to fifty miles.

U. S. Policy In 


Mexican Cr'sis 


(By Universal Service, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—The 
appeal of the Knights of Columbus 
to President Coolidge and the 
state department for. protection 
of American citizéns im Mexico 
will not alter this government’s 
policy of hands off the present 
religious controversy in Mexico, it 
“was indicated at the department 


today. 


The department has taken the 


position that the present strife be- 
low the border is purely an in- 
ternal affair and warrants no 


‘action by the United States un- 


less American lives and property 

are actually endangered. 
Thousands of protests have beer | 

received at the department over 


‘the action of the Calles govern- 
ment in enforcing the religious 
edicts. To all of these the state 


department has replied in a rou- 
tine letter that the treaty rights 


of American citizens were being 


protected, and that every precau- 


tion was being taken to protect 
these rights in the future. Specific 


cases of alleged injustice have 
been referred to American Am- 
bassador Sheffield in Mexico City 
for investigation. 

Among government officials 
there is a feeling of optimism 
over the final outcome of the 


Mexican troubles. They believe 


that an adjustment will be made 
by the Calles government and Ca- 
tholic church officials. 

There is no disposition, either, 
on the part of the state depart- 
ment to recommend to President 
Coolidge the lifting of the em- 
bargo on arms to Mexico, The 
president has said that the em- 


bargo would remain, at least for

Government Troops s Clash With 
Catholics Detaedieg Their 
Churches _From Seizure 


(By Universal Service) 

Guadalajara, the largest city in 
western México wag the scene of 
furious fights between Catholics 
and government troops, with the 
Catholics intrenched and _ stub- 
bornly resisting attempts to dis- 
lodge them, according to official 
reports issued by the Mexican 
Episcopate tonight, 

Archbishop Pasqual Diax, acting 
head of the Catholic church” of 
Mexico in handing the bulletin 
to Universal Service said, “Grave 
events are occuring at this mo- 
ment in Guadalajara. 

“The governmént forces suc- 
ceeded in capturing the sanctu- 
ary of the Virgin of Guadalaupe 
after brisk fighting. Five Catholics 
and several soldiers were killed 
and 416 Catholics made prisoners. 

“At the Church of Jesus there 
were two killed and one wounded 
but « the Catholics continued to 
defend the church. 

“A grave encoutiter is feared 
in the Mexican ie where the 
Catholics. -haye..en a’ them- 
selves in thé temple and sur- 
rounding buildings and are re-+ 
solved upon defense. 

“In Tiajomulco there was blood- 
shed but the’ number of dead is 
not known. 

“In Cocula a judge attempting 
to make an inventory of church 
property was killed by a mob.”

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AMERICANS IN EUROPE 


Some indication of the prosperity of the Ameri- 
can people may be had through the reports from 
Europe to the effect that the ccpitals and resorts of 
the old world ‘are fairly ‘---aing with visitors from
